The experiments and investigations of 


scientific medical men during the past twou-

would ho produced by the old fallacy " "i'is 
dangerous to stop tho discharges, for the 
bod humors are running out of the system 
through tho car and purifying tho blood: it 
tho discharges were stopped the disease 
might eetlle'in some other port of tho body 
aud cause sickness or death." 
These old 


ideas aro jiow known lo bo erroneous nud 
the teachings of eminent nuvists nud physi- 
cians of Iho present day aro directly oppo- 
site nnd the successful tcrminntion of treat- 
ment iu cases where medical skill formerly 
nvnilrd nothing, is .sulliciciit proof of the 
correctness of tho new tenchiugs. 


Tho majority of these cnsos nro the cou- 


scijuenco of scarlet fever or measles, these 
diseases impoverishing the blood nud lenv- 
ingilina depraved 
condition peculiarly 


favorable to tho appearance of this loath- 
some disease, but with a scrofulous cousti- 
lulion or a hick of Ilie red corpuscles in Iho 
blood, a sudden cold may create an acule or 
subaciilo inflammation of the membrane of 
lhoear,and discharges become established as 
tlio result. 


The probabilities of recovery 
wilhout 


medical assistaucc nro extremely Rinall aud 
the cases on record that havo "got well 
themselves" aro very few. While one -mild 
case might recover n thousand would grow- 
worse, nud through delay nnd the entertain- 
ment of fnlso hopes, the comfort nnd happi- 
ness of a lifetime ho imperiled.
